IOWA AND DAKOTA.

Sioux Crry, Ia., April 4.—A fifteen-foot rise 
occurred at Yankton yesterday and last night, 
and the town is again flooded, the water reach- 
ing up to the Jenks Hotel, and from six to eight 
feet deep in the lower part of the city, which is 
entirely deserted and left to the mercy of flood 
andice. Six feet of this rise came from above, 
and the balance was caused by another gorge 


forming a short distance below me city. At 6 
o'clock this evening the wa was still 
rising slowly, and is now above the 


highest point reached last week. The 
Town of Gayville, down the river twelve 
miles, is overflowed, but the buildings 
still stand. The whole City of Vermillion, with 
the eaception of the depot and one other build- 
ing and those buildings located on the biuff, is 
entirely swept away. First reports stated that 
thirty persons were carried away in the flood, but 
later from that pont says no human lives are lost, 
but a large amount of stock is drowned. The 
destruction to live stock in the bottoms is im- 
mense, the deep snows in the ravines leading to 
the hills rendering it almost impossible for ant- 
mals to escape when the flood came upon them. 
The Cy of Elk Point is. situated on higher 
ground, and is yet itself out of water, but 
entirely surrounded, and the current from the 
Missouri, which is running across the country, 
is so strong a boat cannot be rowed against it. 
At one piace above Elk Point the gorge has 
caused a cutoff,and a channel is already cut 
out fifteen to twenty feet deep.

The dead bodies of two men found float- 
ing on the prairie firteen miles up the river have 
not been identified. 

A full crew of officers and men were sent 
from here last nigut by General- Manager Atkin, 
of the Northwest Transportation vompesy. to 
Nebraska City to bring the steamer C. K. Peck, 
which wiptered there, to this place immediately.

OMAHA, NEB.

OMAHA, Neb., April 4.—During yesterday and 
to-uay the Missouri River has been rising very 
fast, and this evening it is a broad, rushing 
stream, overflowing the bottom-lands, and in 
places stretching out to the width of twoor 
three miles, and perhaps more. Omaha levee is 
flooded. The water put out the fire in the fur- 
naces of the Omaha Smelting Works, and the 
establishment has ceased operations for the 
present. It stands close to the channel, and 
fears are entertained for the safety of the 
works.

The prosecutors of erime were 
actually rebuked, and the criminals vindi- 
cated! The history of representative gov- 
ernments does not record a more monstrous 
case of abuse of faithful officers, or an in- 
stance of more palpable collusion of the law- 
And this act

The next and last act in the drama of New 
York Custom-House frauds culminated in 
tne attempt of Secretary Sherman to work a 
reform there in 1878. The fact of the ex- 
istence of a gigantic system of frauds 
by undervaluation of goods imported 
through the New York office was dem- 
onstrated by Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. 
Louis importers, who desired to im- 
port direct, but found it impossible 
to do so because foreign manufacturers were 
allowed to pass their goods through the 
New York Custom-House at half or a third 
vt their market value, thus avoiding the 
payment of a large percentage of the ney- 
enue due the Government. Thus these 
aliens were allowed by the customs offieers 
of the chief port of the country to drive 
from the foreign markets all honest Amer- 


ican merchants. The jnvestigations of the 


Commission constituted by Secretary Sher- 
inan confirmed the allegations of the Chicago 
importers. A modicum of reform was ac- 
complished by a reorganization of the office; 
but the evil is not cured. Undervaluations 
still go on in several lines of high-duty goods, 
notably silks, laces, and many other articles 
of French manufacture. In this last investi- 
gation, as in all former ones, the Govern- 
ment had neither aid nor sympathy from the 
press or the public of New York City. 

Now/ for the first time in history of 
controversies over the Custom-House of that 
city, in connection with ‘he claim ot a right 
to control the appointment of the Collector 
on the part of Senator Conkling, a New 
York paper raises the question whether it 
would not be wise, in fact, to place the ad- 
ministration of the New York Custom-Honse 
in charge of a stranger to the prejudices and 
greed of trade of the New York City people.

Karon HARRISON AND THE FPUMPING- 
WORKS. 

A year ago the Common Council appropri- 
ated $100,000 for the establishment of pump- 
ing-works at Bridgeport. The need of them 
was admitted on all hands. The complaints 
from the country of the foulness of the water 
in the canal were so numerous and so just 
that it was felt they could not in common 
decency he overlooked. Moreover, the con- 
dition of the river was not what it shonld 
have been. It was clean and foul by turns, 
but was never for any great length of time 
entirely free from odor. The Mayor himself 
was understood to be in favor of the pump- 
ing-works. Ille approved the appropriation 
bill containing the provision, though he had 
the go wer to veto any item in it. 

From that day to this not one stroke of 
work has been done in the direction of sup- 
plying the needed relief. The Mayor has 
given as many excuses as the up willing guests 
bidden to the marriage feast in the Script- 
ures. He was afraid the engines would not 
be big enough, or they would cost too nuch; 
and he wasn’t sure they were needed. When 
questioned on the subject by representatives 
of towns on the canal he answered flippantly 
and rudely; said the Chicago River was 
cleaner than the sewers, and told irrelevant 
stories about workmen who loved to wash 
their hands in the sewage of Madison street 
bridge. Then he denied that the river had 
anything to do with the foulness of the 


canal, and with a sort of bravado said the |

Provided, That the Canal ommissioners shall 
first confer with the Mayor or other proper au- 
thorities of the City of Chicago, and if said city 
shall proce without delay to cause a tlow into 
the canal from the Chicago River sufficient to 
dilute and purify the waters, and thus remedy 
the eviis compiained of, said flow to be pot less 
than 60,000 cubic feet per minute, including the 
ordinary flow jute the anal trom the Chicago 
River, and if this shall be accomplished by the 
Ist day of September, 1881, the Commissioners 
shall accept it in lieu of obtaining a supply of 
water from the other sources named; Provided, 
further. That said Comfpissioners are hereby di- 
rected 0 take care of the 60,000 cubic feet per 
minute, above contemplated, if so furnished by 
the City of Chicago. 

That is to say, if the City of Chicago should 
do what Mayor Harrison had been empowered 
and directed to do then the proposed punitive 
legislation should be operative. 

The Legislature acted with great and un- 
usual forbearance; and it was not outof re- 
gard for Mayor Harrison thatit didso. By 
his negligence and contempt for the comfort 
of Others, he invited legislation which would 
throw the whole mass of the city’s. sewage 
back into the river, contaminate the sources 
of the water-supply, and breed pestilence and 
death among 600,000 people. He did tis, it 
is believed, with a view to a niggardly econ- 
omy, which in turn was caused by political 
considerations. Ile lu effect put himself above 
the Common Council, which is the lawmak- 
ing power, and nullified its action in a most 
important matter, 2 

There is no assurance that Mr. Harrison, 
if reélected, would learn wisdom from ex- 
perience. He is hostile to the pumping- 
works. If he has the power, they will not 
be built for two years more. Meanwhile, 
the people in the country would suffer, and 
the river itself become unendurably foul; 
but the chances are that the next Legislature 
would visit upon the people of Chicago the 
punishment which he alone deserves.

AMERICAN FOOD ABROAD. 

The scare which has been raised in 
England and France over American cattle 
and hogs is very ridiculous, and would be so 
recognized by all intelligent people of those 
countries if they would give attention to a 
single circumstance. There is no country in 
the world where so large an amount of meat 
is consumed as in this country. The poor- 
est classes eat of meat largely ſu the United 
States because there is an abundance of it, 
and because American wages enable the 
work to buy of it freely. Among a 
population of 50,000,000 eating beef and perk 
every day, and a large proportion more than 
once a day, probably not mord sickness or 
death ensues from that cause than in En- 
gland or France, where meat food is com- 
paratively limited. Aside from the wild fab- 
rications about disease among American cat- 
tle and hogs, which should have received no 
credit under the conditions we have named, 
there has been absoluteiy no basis for the 
fright that has seized upon the people who 
fear the competition of American meats. 

The English House of Commons bas re- 
cently taken a more intelligent view of this

Atlantic. Indeed, the President of 
the British Board of Trade went 
further, and reported that “the evidence 
showed that some of these compounds were 
as wholesbme as butter, and there Was no 
proof that any of them were injurious to 
health.” He must also have recognized the 
real source of the complaint, for he added 
that there was “no need of alarm on the part 
of the farmers, for there was not the slight- 
est proof that the introduction of the substi- 
tutes for butter had reduced the price of real 
butter.” 

It is not improbable that a good deal of the 
agitation abroad over American manufacture 
of beef and pork products arises from hasty 
and unsctentific apnsideration of the same 
subject in American Legislatures. The New 
York Herald says that the discussion in the 


English Parliament was suggested by a sim- Pf provision is made 


ilar discussion in the New York Legisiature, 
where the complaint did not receive the 
same thorough investigation. The Legislat- 
ure of Missouri recently proposed to make it 
a penal offense to sell oleomargarine and 
butterine in that State. Repression of man- 
ufacture by such methods is at once Anjust 
and short-sighted. It is a cheat to sell oleo- 
margarine and butterine as butter, and such 
a practice should be repressed and punished 
by law. But there is nothing criminal in 
manufacturing beef fat, which is the product 

the same food as cow’s milk, into ma- 
terial of much the same nature as butter, and 
selling it, not as butter, but as oleomargar- 
ine. In like manner we see no reason why 
hog fat, which has long been in domestic 
use as lard, should not be manufactured into 
butterine and sold as suck. The fraud con- 
sists in representing these substitutes for 
butter as genuine butter, and such a practice 
should be stopped everywhere. But if these 
substitutes for butter be honestly made from 
the substances which they are said to contain. 
and if the beef and pork fat be not injurious in 
theinselves, the product of the manufacture 
ought not to be injurious; but, when sold at 
a fitting price and properly labeled, oleomar- 
garine and butterine may increase the gas- 
tronomic resources of families that cannot 
afford to have butter on their tables. Sucha 
contribution to the table will be more grate- 
ful to the mass of the English, French, and 
German people than to the Americans for 
obvious reasons, and itis unwise for Ameri- 
cans to depreciate these home products when 
it is only necessary to insist upon their proper 
designation, 


THE TURBCO-GRECIAN SITUATION. 

The Furco-Grecian complication has at last 
reached a phase which begins to look intelli- 
gible. The steps leading up to it therefore 
are more than ordinarily interesting. The 
first proposal made by Turkey was the line 
of the Arta in Epirus and that of the Salam- 
bria in Thessaly. This involved a very 
serious diminution of the territory in Epirus 
which had been claimed by Greece in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Berlin Treaty. 
The proposal ignored all compensation for 
the smaller territory in Epirus, which the 


Turks met by another proposition extending 
the concessions in Thessaly beyond the Sa- 


lambria and up to Mount Olympus. This, 
however, was not satisfactory to the Powers, 
much less to Greece. Germany then ap- 
peared in the foreground with the proposal 
that Turkey should cede Crete to compen- 
sute for the smaller territory in Epirus, and 
the Porte took it, under consideration. The 
objection was first made that the cession 
of Crete would open’ upa new Greek ques- 
tion in the Archipelago, for all the other 
islands are mainly peopled by Greeks, and 
if Greece could successfully claim the 
largest of them upon the ground of nation- 
ality, the same claim might at any time be 
made to the smaller ones, many of which 
are adjacent to the road to Constantinople 
and near other Turkish possessions on the 
mainland. The Cretan question was bandied 
back and forward through several sessions. 
The Porte first agreed to make additional 
concessions in Thessaly and cede Crete ſu- 
stead of Epirus. This was unsatisfactory to 
the Powers. The cunning Turks then in- 
verted their proposition and offered Crete 
and the area originally offered in Epirus, but 
a considerable reduction of the concessions 
in Thessaly. This was equally unsatisfac- 
tory. The Porte then took the bull by the 
horns and dropped Crete out of considera- 
tion altogether, which was not objected 
to by the Powers, for they had 
at no time considered the cession of 
Crete as an adequate compensation for 
Epirus. Then the Porte launched a final 
proposiiion—namely: that it would not cede 
Crete or any territory whatever in Albania, 
but would largely extend its concessions in 
Thessaly, so as to comprise Larissa, Trikala, 
Turnova, and the whole of the Valley of the 
Salambria, only excluding Prevesa and 
Metzovo. Asan offset for the refusal to 
make any concession in Epirus the Porte 
agreed not only to increase the concession in 
Thessaly but to rectify the Epirote frontier, 
to dismantle the fortifications of Prevesa, and 
declare neutrality in the Gulf of Arta. This, 
although a decided triumph for the haggling 
diplomacy of the Turks, seems to have been 
agreeable to the Ambassadors of the Powers, 
for on the 30th ult. they agreed to sign a pro- 
tocol acknowledging that Turkey’s conces- 
sions in regard to the Greco-Turkish bounda- 
ries proved her desire for peace with 
Greece, that the cession of any por- 
tion of Epirus was impossible, and 
advising Greece to accept the proposals of 
Turkey as the best that could be expected. 
The decision of the Ambassadors has been 
indorsed by their respective Governments, 
and a dispatch ot the 3lst ult. says that they 
decided to declare to the Greek Ministry 
their firm resolution not to interfere if the 
compromise was rejected. This ends the 
matter so far as Turkey is concerned, and 
places the responsibility upon Greece, and 
the situation therefore sums itself up in the 
one question—will Greece fight? A recent 
dispatch from Athens to the London Times 
has a bearing upon this. It says: M. 
Coumoundouros (the Grecian War Minister) 
declares that whatever may be the state of 
preparation, Greece must and will move 
promptly if the propositions ot the Porte are 
insufficient, unless restrained by the military 
pressure of the Powers. Greece has no choice, 
for anything is preferable to her present con- 
dition.” Later dispatches confidently af- 
firm that the Greek Ministry will not accept 
the Turkish proposal, and have so notified 
the Powers. If this be true, then there is 
but one issue to the matter, and that is war; 
and if this war should be confined to Turkey 
and Greece, there can be but one issue to 
that: Greece must be overwhelmed and lose 
all that has been offered her. Upon the 
principle that half a loaf is better than none, 
it would be the part of wisdom for Greece to 
accept the Turkish proposal rathér than em- 
bark in a war where she must lose every- 
thing. This, of course, must be dependent

April 2, says that the importation into Russia of 
all nitro-combinations, such as nitro-glycerine, 
nitro-celluiose (gun-cotton), dynamite (combi- 
nation of nitro-glycerine and potter's clay), ful- 

ating mercury, and fuiminating silver, is 
prohibited. Nitro-elycerine is a combination of 
nitrig acid and the very innocent substance 
giycerine, which can be found on the toilet- 
table ot every lady and in the stomach of every 
Beer-drinker. According to the newest reports 
of the French Academy of Seience in reference 
to improvements made with nitro-glycerine as 
to its explosive power, that substance produces 
by explosion, according te its purity, a vol- 
ume of gas from 452 to 467 times great- 
er than the cubic contents of the mass 
which is exploded, while gunpowder hardly pro- 
duces one-half of that amount. Besides, the ex- 
plusion of nitro-glycerine is more instantaneous 
in all of its component parts than that of gup- 
powder. When nitro-glycerine is pure and care- 
fully prepared, it can only be expjoded by a 
sudden sharp concussion or shock, and every 
regicide can consequently carry a mitrailleuse 
in his vest-pocket. Siuce the introduction of 
powder in warfare the map of the world has 
deen changed.

In 1880 
over 10,000 acres were planted in grapevines in 
Califarnia, and it is said that during the present 
year 20,000 agres will be added. Good grape- 
lands can be bad in some localities for $10 to $40, 
while in others they are vaiued as high as $100 
per acre. It costs on an average about $75 in all to 
prepare and plant an acre with vines before they 
bear and return a profit.

This con- 
solidation of interests and this new depot have 
been a long time incoming. For the last twenty 
"ears the depot at Madison and Canal streets had 

‘en a disgrace to the city,—a disgraceful, 
shambiing, broken-down shanty. ruilroads 
appear to have recognized that fact, and to be 
willing to make amends for the long period of 
shabbineas by Diossoming out now iuto the ex- 
treme of respectability. The new depot is so 
adinirabie a build and such an ornament to 
the locality that citizens will probabiy 
the roads on this aceount for the long years of 
shabbiness and discomfort. 

The depot consists of three build and a 
noel meee somewhat similar to that of West 

*hiladeipbia depot of the Penusylvania Com- 
pany. The main one is of course in the centre. 
Adjoining it on the north, and separated from 
it on the south by the Adams street viaduct, are 
structures for baggage, two being necessary, as 
trains come and go from both ends of the 
pavilion in the rear. The frontage on Canal 
street is 580 feet, and the length of the pavillon 
is 1.100, and the width 96. 

The buildings on Canal street are of Philadel- 
phia pressed (red) brick. laid in black mortar, 
the trimmings being olive-colored stone and va- 
riegated enameled brigks, Architectually, there 
is no particular design, but the a ce is 
good. There isa smail tower at either end, and 
a larger one surmounts the centre. 

The centre structure is 208 feet long by fifty- 
eight wide. A few steps from the sidewalk en- 
able one toreach the main floor enter a 
vestibule twenty-five feet square, which is 
lighted from the roof. This retunda is ea beau- 
tifulfeature. It is tanked by handsome mar- 
bleized pilasters, the wal terminating at 
— in semi-circular panels on which are skill- 
fully painted the coats of arms of Lilinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio. Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, and Kansas,—the States which 
are traversed by the roads own the depot. 
An ornate staircase leads to the floor above. 
The first room beyond the doors inside is the 
general waiting-room, 120 fget ſu length, with a 
twenty-five feet pitch ceiling. - Owing to 
the rotunda, which outs u the 
ceatre, the room is shaped Ike 
aletter E. Nine arcbed double wiudows look 
out upon the tracks below. The ceiling, which 
is supported by large ornamented iron 
is divided with deep and richly molded panels. 
which are brilliantly freseoed, to correspond 
with the stained glass in the upper portion of 
the windows. The floor and wainscoting are of 
marbie, and pilasters marbeiized to match. At 
the south end ts the ticket office. Adjoining this 
room, toward Adams street, is the ladies’ wait- 
ing-room, about forty feet square, which is pro- 
vided with a lunch-room and all the con- 
veniences. On the north is another room of the 
same size, with a le d' hote. 

On the second floor, over the d -room, 
is a magniticent kitchen, a look at which makes 
one want to go down-stairs and take 4 
seat at the di -table. The remainder of 
this floor is ivided . into offices for 
the different roads—not for the general 
viticers, but such subordinate ones as are 
usually stationed at depots. Aboye these there 
is nothin to interest a visitor, except he be 
inclined to view the city from the top of the 
tower, which is 100 feet from the ground, 

The tracks under the pavilion are ten or fif- 
teen feet beneath the level of the street, and the 
tioor of the basement is, of course, that far be- 
low the sidewalk. To reach * of the 
building one goes down a flight of stone ste 
At the north end is a spacious dining-room, 
tood served coming from above oo adumb 
waiter. Next to it is the office of the depot-mas- 
tor,—Mr. Charles Case - who has been lu the em- 
ploy ot the Fort Wayne Road for over twenty 
years, for sixteen of which he had charge of the 
old depot.

HARRISON ON FORGERY 
A REMINISCENCE. OF LAST OCTOBER. 

Mr. Harrison, in his rambling, disconnected, 
begrging-the-question speech at McUormick Hall 
Saturday night, had considerabie to say upon 
the subject of forgery. It is surprising that 
even he, with his peculiar faculty for making 
blunders, should have touched on this particu- 
lar subject.

BREAKING JAIL. 
SUCCESSFUL PREPARATIONS FOR THE JOB. 

An attempted escape ot some, it not all, of the 
prisoners confined in the debtors’ department 
of the County Jail was frustrated by the discov- 
ery last evening of the proposed means of exit. 
This department is on the third floor ot one 
of the wings, and the cells were not made of - 
solid stone, as in the main building, for the rea- 
son, presumably, that it was supposed people 
imprisoned for debt would never attempt to get 
out. The ceilings of the cell are composed of 
simple lath and plaster, through which one 
could cut his' way in half an hour. When 
Jones, the colored burglar, who has been 
doing chores since his incarceration, went 
into cell No. 1 last evening and emptied 
some slops into the doniker,“ he noticed that 
the stuff didn't run off, the pipe seeming to be 
choked up. He suspected something at once, 
and glanced around the cell to see where the 
material had come from. He noticed a hole in 
the ceiling large enough for a man to crawl 
through, and, keeping his own counsel, he went 
to Assistant-Jailer Hardy and re — the fact 
to him. The prisoners—nearly all in the depart- 
ment are awaiting trial fur some crime—were 
counted, and, when all were accounted for, 
Hardy felt relieved. The cell door was locked 
so as to keep all safe during the night. But for 
the accidental discovery of the hole, there is no 
tell how many Would have gotten away. 
Once through the hole, and between the ceiling 
and roof, access to the latter would have been 
easy, for a man could cut his way to the 
open air in an hour. And, once on the 
outside, the ground could have Been reached, as 
it has been fore by prisoners, by means of 
blankets torn in strips and knotted together. 

As stated above, all confined in the debtors’ 
department are not in for debt. On the con- 
trary, of the dozen men in there only two or 
three are locked up for refusing to pay what 
they owe. Some of the others are fellows who 
are well known to the public on account of their 
exploits—Tillotson, who attempted to shoot him- 
seir because of his wife's infidelity, and when 
he got well threatened to kill erionet, the 
Board of Trade man; Al Reinke, the tax-fo 
and men like him, who are too “ respectable "’ to 
associate with common thieves and burglars, 
and are, theretore, allowed more freedom and to 
have all the comforts the jail affords. 

Cell No. I was occupied by George Hammond, 
the letter carrier, who was arrested the other 
day for the alleged purloining of letters. It is 
su that he made the hole, as he admitted 
that he was not the only one who intended to 
— out. The result of this attempted escape 

rom the debtors’ department—the first one, 
since no particular watch was kept there, as 
it was supposed that prisoners accorded priv- 
il would appreciate them—ought to be the 

ing up of every man confined in the jail, no 
matter whether his antecedents be good 
or not. A “respectable” thief or forger is no 
better than a poor devil who is without friends, 
and should be treated like him, not as if the jail 
officials considered it an honor to have sucha 
one in their keeping. The custom of special 
privileges should be broken up, and the Com- 
mittee on Jail and Jail Accounts ought to ex- 
amine the debtors’ department, see what is 
needed to strengthen the cells, and recommend 
to the County Board that the work be done with- 
out delay.

DEATH OF ALVIN BRONSON. 

The Hon. Alvin Bronson, the oldest citizen of 
Oswego, died on Friday last. Mr. Bronson was 
born in Waterbury, now Middlebury, Conn., May 
19, 17838. At an early age he was shipwrecked 
between Capes Fear and Hatteras, and purchas- 
ing material from his vessel and other wrecks, 
secured. a master builder and construct- 
ed a brig and schooner suited to the West 
India trade. The enterprise consumed two 
years. The schooner made severui voy- 
ages. The brig was completed aud 


ust in season to be overtaken by Mr. 
efferson’s embargo, which changed her destina- 
tion from a West India to a Connecticut voyage. 
On a subsequent return bome from the West 
Indies be brought the tirst intelligence of the 
capture by the French of bis schooner (Philan- 
der) under Bunaparte’s Berlin and Milan de- 
crees for having been bound toa British port. 
She wus condemned, sold, and bought in by the 
Captain, and atterwards captured under the 
British orders in council for baving veentoa 
French port, and again condemned. Jacob 
Townsend, of the house of Gillett & Townsend, 
now proposed to Mr. Bronson to unite with him 
in the coasting trade of the lakes. He assented, 
and, with Sheidon Thompson, shipmaster, and 
sume ship-carpenters, proceeded to Oswego 
River. At the falis they cutthe frame fora 
schooner ot 100 odd tons on the ground now vc- 
eupied by the thriving Village of Fulton. He 
then visited for the first time the baimlet of Os- 
O, his future home. Thompson proceeded 
ake Erie to provide materials for another 
—— on the Niagara River. With their joint 
capital of $14,000 they. built two vessels, estab- 
lished a store at Oswego and another at Lewis- 
ton, and in connection with Gen. and Judge Por- 
and Maj. Barton (who beid from the State a 
atze of the Niagara portage), they conducted a 
major part of the commerve of the lakes for the 
two years p ing the war witb Great Britain. 
In 1812 they found that they had escaped Bona- 
arte's decree and British orders in council, to 
involved in a vindictive and desdiating war. 
Their business was broken up, and their homes 
were invaded, plundered, and burned. 

Mr. Bronson was appointed Military and Naval 
Storekceper at Oswego. Whea the post was 
threatened in 1514, the entire disposition of the 
public stores was committed to his discretion;

After the war he iesumed business with his 
former partners, and extended it by a branch at 
Black Rock, conducted on the part of Town- 
send, Bronson & Co. by Taomyson, and on the 
part of Porter, Barton & Co. by Natbaniel Sill, 
under the firm name of Sil, Thompson & Co. 
Their connecuon was closed in 1&2. The 
tame year Mr. Bronson was elected 
to the New York State Senate, and 
secured the passawe of a law authorizing the 
construction of the Oswero Canal. In 184 Gen. 

„Secretary of War, on the nomination of 
Silas W mght, appointed him one of the visitors 
of the West Point Academy. In 185 the firm of 
Bronson & Crocker was formed, and until 188. 
when it was dissolved, was the largest and most 
important commercial and forwardimg tirm on 
the lakes, having at one time aficetuf twelve 
vessels engaged in trading. After that firm

business, devoting his time to the management 
of his property in Oswego, which he continued 
to do till a very recent period.

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MORALS AND LABOR. 


The Last Lecture by the Rev. Charles 
Caverne, 
The Rev. Charies Caverno lectured 
afternoon at Hershey Hall before a very small 
audience. Mr..Caverno said this was the last 
lecture of the course, and be had come out of 
it, like the late lamented W. H. English, of In- 
diana, from the late political course, with not 
quite so much money, but with more experi- 


ence than he possessed when he began. His 
idea was to cultivate a field hitherto untouched 
in Chicago,—something lying between the work 
of the pulpit and that of the Y.M.C.A. This 
work was similar to that inaugurated by 
the Lowell Institute in Boston. Questions 
of social science, temperance, divorce, 
and the relations of capital and labor. 
with many other subjects, might be treated upon 
this basis. He believed that by holding meet- 
ings at the hour and place that these were held 
he could have secured the attendance of many 
ministers, after they bad been to their denomi- 
national meetings. Young lawyers, who would 
see that the topics discussed were of interest to 
them in their daily work, be had expected to 
see. But he found the ministers were tired after 
their Sunday labors, and the lawyers remained 
in their offices awaiting the coming client. He 
had expected mary ladies to take part in the. 
meetings, but they also bad failed him to some 
extent. Yet he was thankful to those who had 
attended, and. althougù there had been elements 
of disappointment in execution of the work, he 
had met with some encouragement. 
THE SUBJECT OF TUE DAY 

was “ Morais and Labor,“ and he wanted to ad- 
dress himself to workingmen. Last week he 
spoke on “Morals and Capital.“ and this was the 
sequence of chat lecture. There was a tendency 
among workingmen to lookin the direction of 
Communism, and where tbe rights of property 
were concerned morals were to be considered. 


The words mine and “thine” were among 
the oldest in the language. They implied 
sion and the acknowledgment ofit. Countries 
bad a right of proprietorship in their citizens, 
men in their wives, women in their husbands, 
and parents in theirchildren. If Communism 
meant the abolition of the right of private 
property, it might stand aside, for 
morais had nothing to do with it. It 
was u mere lunacy, intellectual and moral, if it 
sought to abolish private ownership. Inequali- 
ties might be removed, but the existence of the 
present order of things could not be disturbed. 
The better class of laboring men would find 
their interest to lie in this direction, and to ac- 
quire property in severaity. Thoreau found 
that by six weeks’ labor he could provide him- 
self with food and clothing forayear. Work- 
ingmen could not shift the problem of life on to 
the shoulders of others. Life consisted in labor 
and care., and the responsibilities of the indi- 
vidual could not be evaded. The outlook was 
not dismal for a man who took care of his health 
and morals. Much was said about codperation, 
and for certain purposes it was good. But the 
individuality of man. must be preserved. 
Workingmen complained much of the evil 
tendencies of * caste ’’ and olass.“ But there 
was no body of men wo were 


DOING 80 MUCH TO CREATE CLASSES. 


They spoke of themselves asa class, and tried 
to secure legislation for themselves as a class. 
Trades- unions were a curse to the workingmen; 
depriving labor of. its dignity and nobility. There 
was too much aping of Old World customs by 
the poor as much as by the rich. Workingmen 
svught to fix the rate of wages irrespective of 
the individual powers of laborers, and to dictate 
who should and who should not learn trades. 
They complained that machinery tended to do- 
stroy the individuality of men, but he 
believed that tendency was over- 
estimated. Skilled labor to-day could 
command as good wages as ever, in spite of ma- 
chinery. It was a Communistic thoory that the 
tools should belong to the workmen. True, if 
* paid for them. If the speaker hired a man 
ig in bis garden he did not make the laborer 
1 present of the spade. Society bad a barsh 
name for the forcible acquirement of tools, as 
of other property. It was termed stealing, and 
society would always enforce the laws against 
larceny. 

Among the heaviest expenses of the laboring 
classes were liquors and tobacco. Workingmen 
paid their share of the $700,000,000 paid each 
year for liquor in this country. A workingman’s 
tobacco vill would furnish fresh fruits for bis 
children, and bis liquor bill would clothe them 
and provide them with boots and shoes. 
Any healthy young man could acquire a nome 
and provision fora family if he would abstain 
trum liquor and tobacco. Every laborer should 
strive to get a bome of his own, and he could 
only do that by economy and hard labor. 

THE OLD DAYS OF SPECULATION 

bad passed, and the population of Chicago had 
changed in character. Philadelphia was a city 
of bomes, and Chicago should become such. 
Workingmen should agitate for a bomestead 
exemption law which should mean something. 
They should from building associations as in 
Pennsylvania, and in a few years Chicago would 
become a city of homes instead of a vast lodg- 
ing- place. Chicago was growing and would con- 
tinue to grow. Prosperity had made its home 
here, and it was tor the workingmen to take ad- 
vantage of their opportunities, combine for 
cheap homes and save their money. 

The difficulty in regard to codperation was 
that it required a bigh degree of morals and 
culturé among workingmen to make it success- 
ful. There would bave to bea great develop- 
ment of honesty and self-abnegation among 
workingmen before the rolling-milli could be 
successfully operated upon the coiperative 
plan. The lazy and shiftless could not be given 
uneven share with the industrious and sober. 
The difficulty was not so much with the existing 
system of labor as with the character of the 
laborer. Destroy capital and you destrby wages 
and return to anarchy. ere must always be 
inequalities in the pay of work. The managers 
must receive pay as such: the hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water as such. 
Some inequalities might be removed, but the 
system must remain. Industry could not be 
managed. like politics, by town meeting. The 
Pilgrim Fathers tried it and failed, und if they 
failed on a email scale, how could the system be 
carried out upon alarge scale in great cities? The 
project to regulate industry in this way was a 
reversion to barbarism. lt meant a return to 
the tribal systein. 

A tew years agothe associated workingmen of 
Chicago made a demonstration on Sunday in 
favor of an eight-hour law. They broke God's 
commandivent to keep the Sabbath, and their 
action tended to destroy its sanctity. What 
— would it be to the laborer to in two 

ours a day and to lose the Sabbath? e would 
gain one-twelfth ot his time and lose 
one-seventh. He would in this way 
degrade the Sabbath to the level of a Conti- 
nental Sunday, and in a few years he would have 
to labor seven days a week. ‘To destroy the re- 
ligious character of the Sabbath would be to 
destroy the oldest charter of labor.
